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PUEFACE. 

My chief ol»ject in the piililication of this booh of Phites of 
Cutaneous Eruptions is to supply the student and junior practitioner 
with a work motlcrate in size and cheap in pvicc, which can be readily 
referred to in the study of what is admittedly an obscure class of 
diseases. The difficulties in its preparation have been much greater 
than I at first anticipated ; for I have endeavoured, as far as possible, 
to combine faithfulness in representation with accuracy of finish, with- 
out which it could not prove a faithful guide. To secure correctness in 
the design, the daguerreotype has been employed in.seveiul of the 
illustrations, in order to aid the artist in accurately reducing the 
figures, and retaining the exact proiiortions between the size of the 
eruption and the part of the bod}' affected : for this puipose I have 
found the dagueireotype superior to photography, for while the former . 
tends rather to heighten and fully develop the asperities of any 
given object, the latter softens them down, and i^fton removes Ihem 
altogether. 

As regards the an-angemcnt adopted, I have followed the classifi- 
cation proposed in my "Treatise on Diseases of the Skin;" and the 
letteipress given with the plates consists simply of a short descrijition 
of each figure, with a reference for an account of the disease to th3 
chapter and page of the book, in which it is fully described.* Never- 
theless, although it thus becomes a supplement to that volume, it may 
be used with any other treatise on diseases of the skin.

Figure 1. Enjihrma simi>li'x (Cliapter 2, page 49). This wfts tlie ca«; of a 
man, ag^ 23, who waa admitted into Jcr%'i»-street Hospital iii 1&52, in the 
last stage of Phthisis. The erythematous hlush api«ared, as depicted, a week 
before his death, aud gradually faded away, no trace of it bciug left on the 
erthday. 

FiGCEE 2. Erythema lave (Chapter 2, page 50). The red Hush here 
njipeared on the hip of a woman who had boeu conGiied for several weeks to 
bed with dropsical efTufiion into the extremities, de|)ouding on Bright'a disease 
of the kidneys. It yielded to treatment without ulcerating, having completely 
disiippcared within three weeks. 

FiGCRE 3. Eri/l/icma jtajmliifum (Cliapter 2, page 51). The erupliun in this 
case appeared on the hack of the hand of a gentleman, aged 3G, who was at 
the time in excellent health. It faded away on the third day, no treatment 
having been used except the admiuistratioo of some gentle saline pui^tives. 

Figure 4. EryOtema luxlosum (Chapter 2, page 51). This was the case of a 
hoy, aged 9, admitted into Jervis-street Hospital in 1S52. The eruption was 
at the time of three days' standing. lie waa dismissed cured within a fortnight. 

Figure 5. Frylhema mrtnjinahivi (Chapter 2, page 50). This is an example 
of the variety of erythema which, from its seat, has been termed pahnaris. 
When situated here, as in the cose from which the illustration was taken, 
it is usually very obstinate, the irritation being kept up by constant friction, 
and by various matters with which the palm of the hand comes in contact. 
The man was a groom, an out-patient of Jervis-street Hospital, and had laboured 
under the disease for eeven months. 

Figure G. Erys!j>tlns UHopathlcum (Cliapter 2. page 57). The illustration is 
from a case under tiie care of my colleague Mr. Jnnies S. Hughes, in Jervis- 
street Hospital. The woman was aged 30, and this was the thii-d attack she 
had ; it was produced each time by exposure to cold. 
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PLATE II. 

Figure 1. Urticaria fihriJis (CImpter 2, pnge 72). Tins was tlie case of a 
young man aged 17, who wfis under treatment in Jervis-etreet Hoapital for nil 
acute attack of pleurisy of the right side. On the fifth day, when the effusion 
was being rapidly absorbed and all symptoms of the fever were subsiding, he 
was attacked with shivering without any apparent cause, and on the following 
morning the nettle rash appeared, as here represented, on the front of the chest 
of the affected side. 

Figure 2. TJrti'^trta co»ferta (Chapter 2, page 73). Tlie eruption is here 
represented on the fore-arm of a girl aged 18; it was confined to both fore-arms, 
where for months it obstinately resisted tretttinent, producing great suffering, 
especially at night. The origin of the rash could not be ascribed by the patient 
to any special cause. 

Figure 3. Urticaria evoitida (Chapter 2, page 74). The illustration of this 
form of nettle rash is taken from the case of a young girl, a dressmaker, an out- 
piLlieut of Jervis-street Hospital. The eruption had existed for five years, with 
but little intermission, at the time she first cjune under my care. 

Figure 4. Urticaria tvherma (Chapter 2, page 74). In tlic case from which 
tins drawing was taken the disease had been of 12 years duration. It was tliat 
of a lady aged about 45, who had spent many years of lier life in India,where 
the rash first appeared. The sufferings she endured from it were extreme j it 
aJfected both legs equally and quite symmetrically. 

Figure 5. Rmeola idiopatldcn, var. i:Estii-a (Chapter 2, page 80), An exam- 
ple of this disease in one of its most usual sites, occuring in a young lad aged 
13 years. 



Figure G. Roseola ammlata (Chapter 2, pnge 81). This drawing was taken 
from the case referred to in the above page of ray Treatise on diseases of the 
Skin.

FinuHE 1. Ersfjna simplex {Chapter 3, pngeHtS). This is an example of the 
acute form of the disease appearing on the back of tlie right hmid of a woman 
aged 56. Slie was of a full habit of body, a cook, and slie ascrilwd its outbreak 
to the action of the fire. Tlie drawing was made on the ninth day after the 
first appearance of the eruption. 

FiGCRF. 2. Eczema ruhriim (Chapter 3, page 103). The illustrntion in this 
case is from the legs of a woman aged 40, a patient in Jen-is-street Hospital, 
The disease affected nearly every part of tlie body, and had been of several years 
duration. She was much reduced in health by the suffering she had gone 
through, but after three months stay in hospital she bo far recovered as to be 
made an out-patient, aud was ultimately completely cured, being now free fnjm 
any return of the eruption for more than two years. 

Figure 3. Eczema, impetighifxles (Chapter 3, page 104). This drawing was 
taken from the left hand of the woman referred to in the description of Figure 
1 of tliis plate. The eruption had appeared on it three weeks previously to 
its outbreak on the other hand; it eventually extended to every other part of 

the body, and proved very rebellious to treatment. 

FiGDRE 4. Eczema chromcimi {Chapter 3, page 10-3). This illustration is from 
the ear and side of the face of a child aged 5 years, who had for six months 
suffered from the disease, the eruption being confined to the face and scalp, aud 

affecting the ears with especial severity. 

Figure 5. Eczema faciei (Chapter 3, page 105). Eczema of the face in a 
child aged 2 years. The eruption had been of ten months standing at the time 
the drawing was taken. 



Figure 6. Eczema capitis (Chapter 3, page 107). This was an example of 
the inflammatory form of eczema of the scalp. The drawing was made from a 
child aged 5 years, in whom the disease had been at the time of three months 
standing.

FrGURE 1. Herpes jffili/ctenalcs (Chapter 3, page 123). A remarkably illustra-l 
tive example of the disease, taken from the back of the neck of a girl aged I3.r 
The eruption had been at the time of four days Btandiug. 

Figure 2. Herpes zoster (Chapter 3, pagel'2G). The drawing represents tLia I 
form of liorpes appearing on ita usual site; the eruption is shown on the fourth l 
day after its appearance, when it extended from the sternum, passing beneath. ] 
the mamma to the epine, some of the vesicles having attained their full ma^il- 
tude and become opaque. It occurred on the right side of a boy aged 15. 

Figure 3. Htrpee drciiinatus (Chapter 3, page 128). This was the case of a 
hoy aged 9 ; there were three patches of the eruption on the neck, these two, 
the most characteristic, being situated as depicted just below the left ear and 
angle of the jaw. Tlie disease had been of seven months standing at the time 
the drawing was made. 

Figure 4, Herpes iris (Chapter 3, page 132). The case from which thitt 
drawing was made, presented the best deQned example of this form of the 
eruption I have ever seen. The disease was situated on the anterior aspect of 
the most prominent portion of the shoulder of a child aged G years, ■ 

Figure 5. Hurpes srpimnosvs (Chapter 3, page 129), This illustration is re- 
diipcd from the drawing in Cazcnave'a folio volume of plates. I have notes of 
three precisely analogous cases in my own practice, but as they occurred in persons 
in the higher walks of life, and all in one family, I was unable to procure draw- 
ings of any of them. 

Figure 6, Herpes capitis (Cliapter 3, page 130). The illustration here given 
of this form of herpes, about which so much difference of opinion exists, is from 
the scalp of a boy aged 5 years; there were two other patches, but not qaite so 
large, on the side of the head; and one on the temple exteudiug partly into the 
liniry scalp. This child's motlier and a maid, both of whom applied the ointments 
and lotions ordered, became affected with herpes circinuatus on the backs of 
their hands ; and his little sister wn.s attacked with it on the scalp. 



I'LATE V. 

FiGiTHE 1. r\iii)ii1i'tijiis acutiis (Chapter 3, page 141). Tbis is an accurate 
represcniatiou of a very acute and severe case of the disease occurring in a boy 
nged 8 years, of a wclUmurked scrofulous diathesis. The disease had lasted 
for several months at the time the drawing was taken, but hod never lost its 
remarkably acute character, the duration being prolonged by the occurrence of 
continued outbreaks of the eruption, each being attended with well-marked 
febrile exacerbations. Tlie fresh eruptions of the bulla?, as is seen on the 
extremities es^jecially, usually took phice in distinct rings surrounding the older 
patches of the diaeasc. The sufferings in this case were so great, especially the 
loss of sleep caused by the violent itching, as to endanger the boy's life. 

Figure 2. limj'hlijits chronictia (Chapter 3, page 145). This is an example 
of the disease occurring in a young man aged 16. He had been for some time 
broken down in health, and the eruption of distinct large buUie had continued to 
appear in successive crops, chiefly on the chest and upper extremities, for more 
than three luonthis. It completely disjippeared iu the course of three weeks 
under the employment of nourishing diet and the internal use of iodide of iron, 
without any local applications. 

FiGDHE 3. Bimplil'jus ganijrcsnosm (Chapter 3, page 144). For this graphic 
illustration the author is indebted to the kindness of Dr. George A. Kennedy, the 
drawing from which it is copied having been originally published in tlie Report 
of the Cork-street Fever Hospital for the years 1844-45. Tlie case was tliat of 
a child aged 4 years. In some of the bnllaj gangrenous action came on in about 
48 hours after their appearance. 

Figure 4. 'Rupia simpJex (Chapter 3, page 151). In the case from which 
this drawing was taken the disease had been of three weeks' standing. It 
was that of a boy aged 9 years, of a scrofulous diathesis. He had previously 
suffered from a severe attack of scabies all over the body ; and shortly after that 
eruption was cured by the ordinary local treatment, tlie characteristic bulUc of 
Eupia made their appearance on the back, followed by the greenish-brown crusts, 
as here depleted. 

Figure 5. Rupki prominena (Chapter 3, page 151). This illustration was 
taken from a young nmu, aged 22, who had laboured under it for nearly five 
months at the time. He denied that he ever had any syphilitic affection, nor 
were any traces of that disease to be discovered on careful examination, such as 
cicatrized ch:uicres, healed sore throat, nodes, &c. 
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PLATE VI. 

FiGURKs 1 anil 2. Sralks (Clinptor 3, page 155). Thoso two drawings arc 
illiiHtrativc of the two stages winch itcli usually presents. They are fraiii the 
bandtt of boys each aged between 10 and 11. In the first is seen tlie partly 
vesicular, partly purulent chiiraeter of the eruption as it exists iu the early stage, 
the dificase in this example being of but three days standing; even thus early the 
nillon and euniculus of the Acarua is visible. The second is an illustration of the 
purulent stage: the eruption here had existed for three wei-ka before the draw- 
ing was made. In Piute XVI. will be found represeutatioiiH of both the male 
and ftrnale Acarus scabiei. 

Figure 3. Aciie simjylex (Chapter 4, page 169). This is an example of the 
most common form of acne in an aggravated condition, occurring on the face of 
a young man aged 24 ; the eruption was also present on hia shoulders, neck and 
chest, there being at the same time several large, hardened pustules on the back. 

Figure 4. ^ctjc ;j?(nc(f(/u (Chapter 4, pnge IT'i). The drawing in this cose 
is from the face of a girl aged 18; she had suflered from outbreaks of the erup- 
tion in spring and autumn for the three previous years, the disease appearing 
chiefly on her forehead, her cheeks, and the back of her neck. 

FiGDRE 5. Aci}£ romcea (Chapter 4, page 171). Tliis highly characteristic 
example of the eruption is after a daguerreotype by Professor Glukman and a 
drawing from life by Mr. Forster. The case was that of a man aged 45, who for 
many years had auffered from the disease, although he stated that he never 
indulged to excess in spirituous liquors, ascribing its occurrence to indigestion 
ajid dyspepsia from which he siiiTered much. Under treatment he improved so 
much as to be scarcely recognizable. 

Figure 6. Acne indumla (Chapter 4, page 172). This illustration, is from 
a drawing by Mr. Connolly of a patient in Jervis-street Hospital. He was a 
young man aged 18, a baker by trade, and had suffered from the disease for 
eighteen months; after three months ti-eatineiit he was discharged cured, and there 
ha,-i been no return of the eruption, more than six years having since elapsed.

Figure 1. Impetigo figurata (Chapter 4, page 180). The illustration is from 
the fivce of a young man aged 20, admitted into Jervis-street Hospital on the 
eighth day of the eruption, when the disease was in its moat inflammatory stage. 
It is after a daguerreotype by Professor Glukman and a drawing from life by 
Mr. Forster. 



Figure 2. Impetigo sparaa (Chapter 4, page 182). Taken from the arm of 
a girl aged 11 years, also a patient in Jervis-street Ilospital. The eruption had 
been of thirteen days standing at the time the drawing was made. 

Figure 3. Impetigo eryd^yelatodes (Chapter 4, page 182). This drawing 
accurately represents the front of the abdomen of a woman aged 40, on the fifth 
day after the appearance of the characteristic pustules on the swollen and in- 
flamed surface. 

Figure 4. Impetigo acahula (Chapter 4, page 183). A highly characteristic 
example of this obstinate form of the eruption in a woman aged 28, an in-patient 
of Jervis-street Hospital. Both thighs were similarly affected, and scattered 
impetiginous pustules were also present over the hips, the front of the abdomen, 
and the legs, but the upper part of the body, the face and arms were quite free 
from any eruption. The disease had been of more than six months duration 
when she was admitted into hospital. 

Figure 5. Impetigo larcalis (Chapter 4, page 183). The drawing in this case 
is from a child aged 3 years, in whom the eruption had existed for more than 
eighteen months. The scalp had been at first affected, but was at this time 
nearly well and the hair much grown. 

Figure 6. Impetigo cajntis (Chapter 4, page 183). From the back of the 
head of a boy aged 7 years, in whom the disease had been of three years dura- 
tion. Both arms and the inside of the thighs were covered with an eruption of 
impetigo sparsa. The illustration is aft;er a daguerreotype by Glukman. 
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PLATK VIII. 

Figure 1. Eclhyma anilum (Cliftpter 4, page 193). Tliis ilrawiiig was taken 
from tbc leg of a yuuiig man aged 24, an in-patient of Jcrvis-sti-cet Hospital. 
He had been working aa a labourer in railway excavations, exposed to much 
wet and cold, at the time the eruption first made its appearance. The disease 
had been of five weeks' duration at the time of his admission into hospital. 

Figure 2. Ecthyma chvnhum (Chapter 4, page 194). The eruption in this 
case is represented jis it appeared on one of the legs of an uu)iealthy boy aged 7 
yeare, of a well-marked scrofulous diathesis; he had been living in a low damp 
situation, ill-housed and ill-fed. The' disease was present on the greater portion 
of the body, and was complicated with scabies and prurigo; it had existed for 
more than four mouths previous to his udmiusion into Jervis-street Hospital. 

FiGOBE 3. Lkhen simplex (Chapter 5, page 203). The disease as here i-epre- 
sented existed on both arms of a large man of a full habit of body, aged 5G. He 
was of very intemperate habits, and was liable to attacks of the eruption after 
every "hard bout" of drinking. 

Figure 4. Lichen circumscriptvs (Chapter 5, pnge 205). In tiiia case the 
eruption was confined to the hands and fore-arms of a woman aged 30. It first 
apiwared after she had been working in the open air for several days with her 
arms exposed to the heat of the sun, and had existed for three weeks at the time 
tlie drawing was made; the rash occurred with extraordinary symmetry on 
both arms. 

Figure 5. Lichen solilariiui (Chapter 5, page 205). This solitary patch was 
jiresent on the back of a gentleman aged 3(1. It had existed there for tliree or 
lour months previous to his coming under my eai-e, and proved most rebellious 
to treatment, 

Figure G. Liclten gyratus (Chapter 5, page 205). Within the last eight 
montiis 1 have seen two cases of this very rare form of lichen. The one that is 
here represented occurred in a man aged 40, an out-patient of Jervis-street Hos- 
pital ; previously to its appearance he had suffered for several months from 
attacks of acute pain resembling Amjina 2Kftoris. The other case was that of a 
gentleman aged 39, in whom it apjieared on the back of the left shoulder, extending 
down the arm and spreading across towards the spine, exactly along the course 
of a very severe neuralgic attack from which he had auflered for several weeks. 
Both cases were very obstinate. 
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PLATE IX. 

Figure 1. Lichen sirojilmhis initrtiiiciita (Cbapter 5, page 20G). A well- 
marked example of " Eed Gum," appearing In on mfaut three weeks old ; it was 
pretty generally diffused over the body. 

Figure 2. Lichen slroplatlm caiuVubis (Chapter 5, page 207). Tliis illustra- 
tion is taken from a twin Bister of the infant delineated in Figure 1 of this phite. 
The rash appeared a few days later, and singularly enough assumed the form of 
"White Gum." 

Figure 3. Lichen arjrlus (Chapter 5, page 207). The case from Avhich this 
drawing was taken was that of a blacksmith aged 45, who had suffered under the 
disease in its most aggravated form for more than six years. lie ascribed ita 
origin to the great heat he was exposed to when working at his trade; it first 
commenced on the forehead, and gradually spread downwards to his nose and to 
the sides of tlie face. The covered parts of the body were quite free from it. 
He described the heat, pain, and itching as being most intolcrablcj rendering 
his life a burthen to him. 

Figure 4. Lichen agi-itia, dorst mantis (Chapter 5, page 208). An example 
of this severe eruption occurring in a cook aged about 40, who was an out- 
patient of Jervis-strcct Hospital. She had laboured under the disease for eight 
months at the time the drawing was made, and from the great suffering occa- 
sioned by the exposure of her hands to the heat»of the fire had been comi>elled 
to relinquish her employment. 

Figure 5. Prurigo vulgaria (Chapter 5, page 218). This illustration is from 
the arm of a Iwy aged 12; the disetise hivd existed for three months, affecting 
the entire of the trunk and extremities, and was attended with the most into- 
lerable itching. 



Figure 6. Pruriyo seniUs (Chapter 5, page 220). The woman from whoso 
arm this drawing was taken was the mother of the hoy referred to in the last 
figure. Tliey had both been inmates of the Poor-house, when the eruption first 
appeared. She was aged about 50, and in addition to the papular eruption, 
Bcabies and ecthyma were present at the same time on the extremities, rendering 
her case a most aggravated one; the body too was covered with pedieiili. 



PLATE X. 

Figure 1. Pnoriams guttata (Chapter 6, page 231). From the arm of a man 
sgcil 20. The disease liad appeared tliree montlia previous to the drawing 
having heen made: the eruption was generally and thickly distributed over the 
trunk and extremities. 

Figure 2. r^oriasis aggrcgrtia (Chapter 0, page 233). The eruption in the 
ca,so from which this drawing was made was on the arras, legs, and body of a 
woman aged 46, and had existed for nine or ten years, varying in intensity; at one 
time disappearing almoat completely, and again ri^curring usually more severely 
than before. It was quite unattended with itching or constitutional irritation, 
all the bodily functions being well and healthily performed. 

Figure 3. Psoriasis invelerata (Chapter 0, page 234). In this case tho erup- 
tion, which was nearly altogether confined to the legs, had existed for twenty-six 
years. It was that of u gentleman aged 35, wlio had suffered from it from his 
youth. It caused much local irritation, compelling him to tear the affected sur- 
face, especially at night. That the constitution was also more or Icsa engaged, 
was evidenced by the nails being brittle and having a diseased appearance, and 
tlie hair falling out, although there was no appearance of the eruption on the 
scalp. 

Figure 4. Roriasia inveternia (Chapter G, page 235). TBis is an example of 
this form of the eruption, presenting the tcsftelated iKivcment appearance. The 
drawing is by Mr. Connolly, from a case undi.'r the carc of Doctor Banks in the 

Whitworth Hospital. 

Figure 5. P^riaaia leprcaformis (Chapter C, page 236). This illustration is 
after a daguerreofyire by Glukman and a drawing from life by Mr. Forster, taken 
from the arm of a girl aged 11, a patient of Dr. Banks in the Whitworth Hospital. 



FiGUHE 6, PnomiBis capitis (Chapter G, page 235), From the same case and 
by the same artists as Figure 5. It clearly establishes that lepra is but a form 

of P.-^oriasia. 



PLATE XI. 

FiGORE 1. Si/jifulitic Boriaais, var lcj)ra/ormis (C'biipter 12, page 300). Tliis 
drawing was taken by Mr. Bragg from a man aged 35, who had been admitted 
into Jervis-Btreet Hospital under tbe care of my colleague Mr. Ellis, for an injury 
of tbe bead. He atated that tbe eruption, which was at this time confined to tbe 
legs, bad been general over the body, nud had first appeared more than b\x 
months previounly, about five weeks after the primary sores had healed. Some 
of tbe scales, wlilch could be readily detached, but were again reproduced within 
twenty-four hours, measured an incit-in diameter. 

FiGL'RE 2. Pityriasis dijfuna (Chapter 6, page 254). The illu.stra'tion here 
given is from the arm of a gentleman aged 20, formerly one of my pupils. The 
eruption was pretty generally diffused over the back, the chest, and tbe arms, 
varying in colour, being lightest in tint on tbe breast. It bad I:)een of several 
years duration, notwithstanding the continued use of numerous stimulating local 
applications, among others strong litjuor potasssc, to which the patient had 
resorted. It yielded in some months to tbe arsenical treatment. 

Figures. Pityrimie cajnds (Chapter G, page 250). In this case tbe boy, 
aged 13, was an out-patient of Jervis-street Hospital. At the time the drawing 
was made tbe disease had been of sis years duration, having obstinately resisted 
the most varied plans of treatment employed by different medical men. 

Figure 4. Jrhihyntila (Chapter 7, page 204). This illustration is from a Imy 
aged 15, who bad been admitted into tbe Meath Hospital under the care of Dr. 
Lees. The disea.se was congenital as far as we could ascertain, and existed 
on nearly every part of the body, being especially developed on the most pro- 
minent surfaces ; a patch such as is here represented was present on both sides of 
the face, and on both ears. 

Figure 5. MoTlmcum aciitum (Chapter 7, page 2751. An example of this 
rare affection in a ^rl aged 16, for an opportunity of seeing which I am indebted 
to Dr. W. D. Moore. It was at the time of four months duration, and its origin 
could not be traced by the patient to contagion. Tbe small tumours were ficat- 
tcrcd over both sides of the neck, tbe front of tbe chest, and through tbe hair. 
The artist bad in this illustration the aid of a daguerreotype by Glukman. 

FiGCHE G. MoJhiscum cJironicum (Chapter 7, page 270). The illustration is 
after a drawing by Mr. Cooney, made for Dr. George A, Kennedy, to whom I am 
indebted for permission to use it. It was the case of a woman aged 40, and at 
the time the drawing was made the disease Iiad been of several years' duration ; 
of the ultimate result I know nothing. 
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PLATE XII. 

Figure 1. Skarrhmi flaveaana {Chapter 7, page 279). This is an example 
of that form of the dlscaae originally described by Biett under the name of Acm 
nchacea. It occurred hi a country girl aged 22, who was an in-patient of Jervi»- 
street Hospital ; and altliough it had been of three years' duration, was confined 
to the nose, as is here represented. 

Figure 2. Slmrrhceo JUivemxm (Chapter 7, page 279). An illustration of the 
more usual form of tlie disease, after a daguerreotype by Glukman and a drawine 
from liie by Mr. Forster. * The cose wom that of an unmarried female a^ed 35 
years, and the disea.se she stated had existed on her face since she waa twelve 
years old. It was completely removed after eight months' treatment. 

Figure 3. Stmrrhrm nujrimna (Chapter 7, page 281). I have published a 
full account of the case from which this illustration is taken in the IDtb Volume 
of the Dublin Quarterly Journal, where I have also stated at length my views aa 
to the nature and pathology of the disease. 

Figure 4. EkphanUads Graxorum (Chapter 7, page 2S4). The illustration 
of this disease ia copied from Cazenave's Folio Plates of Diseases of the Skin, at 
present in course of publication. 

Figure 5. Spedaleldied (Chapter 7, page 288). This drawing, illustrative of 
the Norwegian elephantiasis, is copied from the magnificent work of Danielssen 
and Boeck, in which tlie following description of the case is given : — A young 
woman aged 28, iu whom the tubercles have become confluent and are covered 
with thick greyish-brown crusts, which sometimes reach the height of two 
inches. These crusts being removed, the tubercles present an ulcerated appear- 
ance. Both on the surface and in the interior of the tubercles reside millions of 
acarides, which we believe to be identical with acarua ecahiei. The crusts are 
almost wholly composed of the dead bodies of these animalcules. The detached 
tubercles, which are not covered with crusts, as well as the still sound skin, have 
a dirty greyish colour. 



FiGUTiE 6. ElepJiujUiasis Araham (Chapter 7, page.294). The drawing in this 
instance is from the leg of a woman aged 40, an out-patient of Jervis-street 
Hospital. The disease had been of seven years' standing, and only affected the 
left lei'.

Figure 1. Purptira simpltx (Chapter 8, page 314), The drawing from 
wliich thia illut^tratiou is copied, was taken from a man aged 30, an in-patient 
of Jervis-strect Hospital. The disease had been at the time of five days standing, 
and was as thickly set over the rest of the body as is here exhibited on tlie 
shoulder. He left hospital well in less than three weeks, during which time 
there had not been any hemorrhage from the raucous surfiices. 

FiGDKE 2. Parpiira urticans (Chapter 8, page 314). The disease in the 
case from wliich this illustration was taken, appeared on both lower extremities 
of a man aged 40, who had been much broken down from chronic disease and 
general debility, caused by want of food and other privations. 

FiGUHE 3. Purpura IiemorrJiatjica (Chapter 8, page 315). I have thought it 
well to give a full-length drawing of this case, as it represents so admirably the 
general character of the disease. It ia that of a cliild, at the time aged G yeara, 
and was originally published by me in the 28th Volume of the First Series of the 
Dublin Journal of Medical Science, as illustrative of the efficacy of large doses of 
oil of turpentine in this disease, — a plan of treatment since then put forward as 
original by others. This girl has been on three occasions in Jervis-street Hos- 
pital under my care with attacks of Purpura hemorrhagica, an interval of more 
than eighteen months elapsing between each, but none of her family, brothers or 
sisterSjOf whom there are several, father or mother, have liad it. The drawing 
is by the late Mr. Neilan. 

FiGUKE 4. Yil'dl'jo (Chapter 9, piige 32C). This illustration is from the side 
of a man aged 50, who was for several years afi'eutod with the discoloration 
on his chest, back, and sides. 



Figure 5. Alhinoisimis (Chapter 9, page 32G). The portrait of a girl aged 
18. Her father and mother are fair hut with the usual amount of colour; and 
of eight children, she and her sister, the two eldest, are alone affected. The 
sister, who ia older, although an albino, is not so perfect an example as this 
girl.

FiGCTRE 1. KcEvus (Cbaptor 7, page 300). In consequence of the singularity 
of tlie congenital marking of the skin in thia case, and the curious history 
attnched to it, I have heen induced to give an itiustration of it here. The boy, 
who is now aged 7 yeara, ia covered, as is represented, along the neck and 
hack with long ailky hair, that along tlic apinons processes of the vertehrae heing 
arranged somewhat Hke the mane of a liorse. The skin beneath is of a reddish 
brown colour, and there are numerous other similar spots scattered over tlie body 
and extremities. The boy's mother is the wife of a coachman, and when alwut 
aix months pregnant of this child she states that the atablcs having taken fire 
during the night, she went to the assistance of her husband, who was endeavour- 
ing to get the horses out. In the midst of the smoke she had to hold one of the 
horses around the neck for eorae time, and try to restrain his violence. Thia 
alarmed her very much at the time, but she soon thought no more of the occur- 
rence until her child was born thus marked. For an opportunity of seeing the 
case I am indebted to Dr. Tjces. The drawing is by Mr. Bragg. 

FiGDEE 2. Lupus supcrjkkdis (Chapter 10, page 340^. This illustration is 
from a woman aged 45, an out-patient of Jer vis-street Hospital. The diaeaae 
hud been of thirteen years atanding, during which time it was gradually sprcad- 
hig across the nose, leaving its wliite cicatrix behind. 

Figure 3. Lvpm serpigmmtia (Chapter 10, page 341). For the drawing in 
this case I am indebted to Staff-surgeon Mandeville. It was taken from a 
soldier of the 66th Regiment under his care, and is highly characteristic of this 
form of the disease wlien confined to the face. 

FiGUHE 4. Lvpus (leniram (Chapter 10, page 343). The case of a woman 
aged 28, a patient of Jervis-street Hospital. The disea.se had been of eigliteen 
years duration at the time of her admission, and after five months treatment in 
the hospital the surface had healed, over, and the progress of the ulceration was 
quite an-eated. The illustration ia after a daguerreotype by Geary, Brothcra, 
and a drawing from life by Mr. Forater. 

Figure 5. Lujnis ihromm (Chapter 10, page 345). This characteristic 
representation of "Jacob's ulcer" is after a daguerreotype by Glukman and a 
drawing from life by Mr. Foiwter. The woman, who was aged 35, had suffered 
under this frightful affection for eighteen years. She had been originally in my 
wards in Jervis-street Ilospital, and was afterwards in the Hwpital for Incu- 
Tiibles, under the care of Professor Geogheglian ; the right eye was at thia time 
completely destroyed, and tlie ulceration wa.s extending slowly but aurcly to the 
left.

FiGUKE 1. Syroei'a (Chapter 11, page 371). The portrait is tbat of a man 
aged 40, who had laboured under thia obstinate affection for many years without 
obtaining any permanent rcUef, the eruption at times heaUng up on some of the 
patchca but to break out again on others. Ultimately the hair-bulba were quite 
destroyed in parts, and several bttld patches left on the cliin, these with the 
hardened elevations and attendant pustules produced very great disfigurement 
in addition to the pain and suffering occasioned. After several months treats 
mcnt in Jervis-street Hospital and also as an out-patient, all traces of the 
eruption disappeared. It is one of the cases in which, the plan of treatment 
recommended in my Treatise on Diseases of the Skin was found successful. The 
illu.stration is after a daguerreotype by Glukman. 



Figures 2 and 3. Porrhjo (Chapter 11, pnge 300). These figures represent 
the aspect of the eruption as situated on the scalp and on the body. Figure 2 is 
after a drawing by Mr. Connolly, from a girl aged 12, who liad been afflicted with 
the disease for six years; it was the most aggravated example of the affection 
which has oecurred in my practice, and yet was perfectly cured hy the mild 
and simple plan of treatment I have ventured to recommend. At the time the 
girl — Mary Brown — was admitted into Jervis street Hospital in the year 1846, 
the hair bulbs were completely destroyed, and conseq^uently when she was re- 
admitted in 1852, labouring under scrofulous enlargement of the glands of the 
neck, the head was completely bald, although there had not been the least 
return of tlie disease for the intervening six years. I have record.^, however, of 
many cases in which the hair-bulbs not having been destroyed, the hair grew 
freely after recovery. Figure 3 ia after a drawing by the late Mr. Neilan, from 
a child aged 4 years; it is an example of the extent to which, at times, though 
very rarely, porrigo appears on the body.

Figure 1. Avaiits ecahiA^i (Chapter 3, page 156). The female itcli insect 
magnified 120 diameters, after Bourgiiignon. The abdominal aspect is here

Figure 2. Acarus scahm (Chapter 3, page 156). The male itch insect mag- 
nified 200 diameters, after Bourguignon. The abdominal aspect is also shown in 
this instance. 

FiGUHE 3. Sleatoixxm fulUcidoi-um (Chapter 4, page 170). Two varieties of 
this insect are here represented after Gustav Simon; they are both miignified 
300 diameters. The one is long, slender, with three pairs of legs; the other 
short with a rounded body and four pairs of legs. 

Figure 4. Mk-ro&jwron Ttumtnyrophytca (Chapter 11, page 373). The draw- 
ings from which this lithograph is taken were kindly made for me by Dr. Steele, 
being the result of a microscopic examination by him of a hair taken from the 
chin of a gentleman affected with true Sycosis, who was under my care. Dr. 
Carte also examined the same specimen. Fig. A represents a portion of the 
hair-sheath separated from the hair; a the outer membrane of the sheath; h tlie 
contents, containing granular matter, and d groups of roundish oval bodies ; 
c portion of the membrane torn, leaving a fimbriated extremity; the latter was 
observed to be the case in a specimen of a healthy hair-sheath wliieli was 
also torn. Fig. B represents some of the contents of the hair-sheath floating in 
the water employed in mounting the specimens. Both were drawn witli a 
camera, and magnified 400 diameters. 

Figure 5. Achorion Scltotdein'd (Chapter 11, page B03). Portion of the 
matter which forms the external layer of Porrigo magnified 500 diameters. The 
filaments of the fungus are well shown ; they are much branched, not jointed, 
ajid some of them contain in their interior very fine granulations, which ivprc- 
sent the mycehum of the vegetable parasite. 

Figure 6 is copied from Robin [IlisUnre Naturelle dcs Vegelaiix Rimfii/e^, 
Paris, 1853). It represents a portion of epidermic crust taken from the scalp in 
a case of Porrigo, magnified 580 diameters, a is the epidermic orifice of a sebsr 
ccouB gland or hair follicle; t, c, <?, e, /, are groups of spores adherent to the 
epidermic scale.'. It will Ix' seen that the latter bear a close resemblance to 
those found by Dr. Steele in the fungus of S^-eosis. 
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
